(From an address by the Hon. W. Ross Thatcher, premier of Saskat 
cheu>an, before the Edison Electric Institute in San Francisco, June 8.) 

SASKATCHEWAN for 20 years— from 1944 to 1964— had a Sociali^ 
government— about the only one in North America, except Castro s. 

In 1944, the Socialists said they would solve the unemployment prob 
1ms by building government factori». They prcmiiseu to use the profit 
to build highways, schools, hospitals and to finance better social welfar- 
measures generally. Over the years they set up 22 so-called crown corpo 
rations. I wish that time permitted me to tell you of the fiasco tha 
followed. 

By the time we had taken over the government, 24 months ago, L 
of the crown corporations had gone bankrupt or been disposed of. Other 
were kept operating by repeated and substantial government grants. 


j At the same lime, the PBI agents double in function 
-■by spying on his activities — and especially the secret 
j comrades who furnish him with money, intelligence in- 
formation about his enemies and even stolen cars. 

A few months ago it was revealed in a few local 
southern papers that the King organization, the South- 
ern Christian Leadership Conference, had established 
a regular market in stolen cars. When Dr. King 
planted a new car for himself or a girl friend, he would 
. simply have one stolen by Hosea Williams, who is aide- 
de-camp to Dr, King. 

Said an anonymous Justice Department official in 
Georgia, as quoted by the March 18, 1966 Atlanta 
Journal: 

“Today it is auto theft. Maybe tomorrow it will be 
murder. Don't let them (the Federal Government) tell 
you this isn’t a cover up. They are covering up for 
civil rights groups which seem to be gening bigger 
and stronger than the United States Government.'*

Thm 
the welfare program had to be financed from taxation. 

During the period more than 600 completely new taxes were intro* 
duced; 650 other taxes were increased. “Per capita** taxes in Saskatchewar 
were soon substantially out of line with our sister provinces— one more 
reason why industry located elsewhere.

King said his 
testimony next week before Congress should point out the need 
for getting the cities to solve the "hi^ density open housing". 

But also. Ring said, there must be a recognition of a need to 
make the ghetto more liveable because no matter how much open 
housing becomes available, "you" would not get all the poor 
people out of the ghettos immediately. Therefore, he said, 
life in the ghetto must become more liveable and one way to doJ^ 
this is to make the ghetto more attractive. 

Levi son agreed with King that he must discuss housing 
in conjunction with urban problems \^hen he testifies. He oautione4< 
King against making any s^tement that the ghettos should be made 
more liveable but /CTftnil^^nclude such a statement in a book or 
paper, Levisor\ said he was afraid the press would misconstrue 
what King might say. King agreed with Levi son’s apprehension ana 
agreed not to broach the issue. 


Levi son, in continuing his suggestions as to what King 
might say, said he thought King should testify to the need for 
an association of slum dwellers. In explaining, Levison said 
farmers are organized and have s powerful lobby to protect their 
interests; therefc^e, he thought slum inhabitants should also 
organize and hav^ powerful lobby to protect their interests. 

King agreed with levison and aaid he would make this suggestion. 


King inquired of Levison if he thought the time was 
ripe t^ take up the guaranteed income issue. Levison said he 
thought so, as it pertains to the cities and point bd- out that 
since the cities contain the mass of people who live on lower 
then starvation wages, they should be guaranteed an Income, _ 
Levison said that in supportingthis posi ti on, Klnr could point out 
that i'l the cities "you have the very rich who live in beautiful 
apartment houses and you have the very poor * who do service work".

On the issue of rehabilitation of alums, Leviaon aake^ King If 
he would recommend that private industry be encouraged to dorthe 
or a non-profit corporation. King said he -thought it should be 
e combination, and he could not see any way to do rehabilitation 
work without the Government putting millions into it. Private 
agencies also have a great responsibility In this matter. King 
remarked. 


Levison, in trying to think of other ways to help solve 
the slum conditions in the big cities, made reference to the 
Office of Price Administration (OPA) during aud shortly after the 
second World V/ar. He said the OPA froze the rents on apartments, 
a system which required all apartments to be registered and/^#^ 
tenancy; so therefore, he saw no reason why that system should not 
be reinstituted. In so doing, Levison said, tiien an apartment 
became available, instead of the landlord having the right to pick 
his tenant, which would mean a white tenant, the Government agency 
could select the tenant who applied first. Levison said under 
such a system a Negro would have to be accepted if he applied before 
the white man; this would automatically make for a dispersion of 
the slums because a Negro would have the right to be accepted if 
he made the first application, 

I In summing up whaf King's testimony shoxxld include, 

Levison said his proposals would be broken down into three basic 
parts: housing, education and Jobs. Under housing the open housing 
question would be considered; under the education part. King 
would deal with what he considered necessary; under Jobs, poverty ^ 
and the guaranteed annual wage would be considered. ^ 



Levison and King also discussed getting a grant from 
the Ford Foundation. Levison said they (the SCLC) must take a 
serious approach to getting this grant, and said he was convinced 
that the Foundation is willing to give them one, but said it was 
important for the SCLC to lay its plans before the Foundation, He 
then inquired of King what he had planned for the remainder of the 
time he was to be in New York, as he (Levison; wanted King to A

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A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, furnished information on December 1, 
1966, indicating that a conference between Stanley Levison, 
Andrew Young (Executive Director of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference, SCLC) and Dora McDonald (personal 
secretary to Martin Luther King) took place on that date. 

The conference, according to the source, was in regard to 
King’s contemplated tour of Israel, and in this connection/ 
the following transpired;

YoLing mentioned that he had Just returned from 
Israel, and after reporting to King, he (Yotm^) was told to 
confer with Levison and to discuss his (King's) forthcoming 
trip. Levison then inquired of Young as to what he learned 
concerning the official invitation (frcstn Israel) and Young 
replied that he met with officials rrcsn the Ministry of Foreim 
Affairs in Israel, and with the Foreign Minister of Jordan, 
and that both of them were very anxious for King to visit 
their countries. 


Young said he assured representatives of both 
countries that "we" (King and party) would discuss with them 
anything that King would say about the present situation 
(the hostilities between Israel and the Arab countries), and ^ 
that his (King’s) primary purpose was not political in terms^k 
of engaging in tnelr political situation, but Yoimg said he-^^ 
made no promise that King woiiid not speak on the situation.

I'oung said the representatives did not appear concerned 
about that. However, in the event open warfare should 
begin, it would jeopardize the whole plan. Young opin^d'^J 

Levison said he had to confess that he was very 
surprised that Israel wanted the tour. Young said both Israel 
and Jordan were scared to death about the hostilites, because 
they get their biggest income from tourists. Young said he 
vjas of the opinrn that the travel agents abroad who are 
handling the tour are big time operators. Young said, however, 
that he thought the tour vjould be handled efficiently although 
he had to v/orry about the problem of over commercializing it. 
Levison said he thought Young could take an additional safe- 
guard by having King contact Doctor Ralph Bunche, and get his^B 
opinion as to how the tour should be handled in order to 
avoid antagonizing Israel and the Arab countries. 

The problems in connection with the tour, according 
to Young, are in the United States rather than in Israel. 

In the event the promotional vjork in this country is successful, 
there should be a pilgramage of two or three thousand people 
a factor which could prevent a war. Young remarked. In 
explaining. Young said such a large number of people v;oiild 
be such a boom to the economy'' of the countries in question, 
that they coolo not afford to have a war. 




Lev son, in trying to clearly express his feelings 
on the matter ".f w?.;'’ between Israel and the .Arab countries 
said, "This ' (die present hostilities) is a pait of the cold 
v;ar picture: that it’s not merely that the Arabs don’t want 
the Jews and that the Jev;s are determined to stay: and it’s 
not on a level of mere prejudice; that, one could even deal 
’.'ith ;■ t if it v/ere". But instead, accord' ng to Levison, "one 
hac the Arab v/orld, meaning Egypt, Syria an-. Iraq, v;ith one 
political orientation right nov?, Israel with another, and 
Jordan, ‘.:ith a third".' “iiiorefore, when cne talks about a 
project, in Jordan, the project, itself, might be scuttled by ^ 
Arabs because there is an intra-Arab conflict, Levison said.^^ 
Due to this, Levison said he despaired of King finding some “ 
position to take, because one really has to be a genius In 
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Comwunist Infiltration of ti.e 
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this situation. Younp agreed, addin", however, that due to 
Kind's position as a Nobel prize v/inner, he could be 
influential, Levison disof^eed, cautioning that Kind's 
stature as a Nobel prize vjinner was not a very imoortant^^^ 
factor in this dispute. 

In reverting to the matter of funds to be derived 
from the tour, Levison was of the opinion that a full ti’iie 
person should be appointed by Kinj, to supervise and work 
with Concreta Tours, the agency handling the tour in 
this country, Levison said this was necessary since a very 
substantial amount comes in just as deposits. Concreta ^ 
Tours, Levison said., should t>ay the salary of the person 
appointed. It was agreed between Levison and Young that 
a female with some ex^^erience in the travel business, would 
be engaged to work as a supervisor to insure that the SCLC 
pets all the funds to v/hich it is entitled. 


Another ccint which vjas discussed during the 
conference was the aid v;hich the SCLC expects to get from 
tne Ford Foundation. In this regard, Levison mentioned 
that he recently talked with liichael Miller of the Foundation 
who indicated the willingness of the Foundation to give money 
to the SCLC. In fact. Miller, Levison commented, expressed a 
willingness to suonort the SCLC’s "Operation Breadbasket" 

(a project in Chicago), Young was of the opinion that this 
project has an element of boycott in it. Levison agreed, 
but said it could be nlayed dov.»n; that the SCLC had never 
resorted to boycotts and that it could be presented as something 
in which negotiation is the nain element ana which has been 
used to win all their victories. Levison said it was analogous 
to organizing a union; that one does not say that strikes are 
inevitable, Levison said he thought "Operation breadbasket" 
should be givwn special emphasis because "thev" (SCLC) are ^ery 
interested in creating jobs in the ghettos and that this 
project does this. 




bora McDonald interjected to tell Levison that the 
SCLC office in Atlanta, Georgia, had received two letters in 
the last few days; one from a man in phoenix, Arizona, and one 
from a ran in Manhattan, KansaS;, referring to a film entitled. 
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Conmunist Infiltration of the 
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"Anarchy U.S.A.", that is being sho;m by the John Birch 
Society. McDonald said it was quite otvious that the films 
were anti-Martin Luther King. She explained her inability to 
answer the writers of the letters, and thought she should get 
Levison’s advice. She said one of the v;riters is a minister, 
who desires that King respond to it. In reading a portion of 
his letter, McDonald pointed out that the minister is very 
much distressed to see the film depict King as a revolutionary 
leader for America, supposedly using the same tactics used by 
the Comimunists in Cuba, Algeria and China j that although 
the film does not call King a Comriunist it in^ilies it. 

Levison said he thought it would be easy to frame an answer 
since the charge v?as so stupid, as the revolutionaries mentioned 
just happened to be the ones that carried on armed revolt.^^ 

He instructed McDonald to get the letters for him and he 
waid answer them. 


Before concluding the conference in question, Levison 
told McDonald that he finished the speech he was to prepare 
for King to deliver to a Jewish group in Chicago, Illinois. 

He said King v/oid actually telephone the group on December 
1966, during which time he would read the speech.
